MONTREAL (CP) — A bomb estimated by 
police to be made up of four sticks of dynamite 
Monday night shook the home of Mario Barone, a 
leader of the Italian community in suburban St. 
Leonard. No one was injured in the attack, the 
third on the $50,000 house in five years. 

Barone is deputy mayor of St Leonard and a 
supporter of English-speaking residents who op¬ 
posed a decision by the local Roman Catholic 
school board to eliminate English-language classes.

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Hong Kong’s Future Problematical 


T HE RELEASE of two Americans held for ten 
months by the Chinese authorities because 
they strayed into forbidden territorial waters on a 
yachting trip from Hong Kong to Macao is 
reported from the British colony. Simeon Baldwin, 
56, a Hong Kong businessman, and Mis. Bessie 
Donald, 46, his companion, were well treated 
during their captivity but neither they nor their 
captors have explained the reasons for the 
detention—the Americans because they don’t 
know, the Chinese becaiEe it isn’t necessary. 

The incident emphasizes the helplessness of 
governments to protect their nationals who 
inadvertantly offend or, as In the case of British 
suhjects In Peking, were held hostage In retaliation 
for the prosecution of Chinese Communists who 
were charged with inciting to riot in Hong Kong. 

At the same time It underlines the precarious 
position of Hong Kong itself whose government 
must exercise an extraordinarily difficult balance 
to maintain its own authority and at the same time 
avoid offending the susceptibilities of Peking. 

It is generally admitted that China could 
overrun the colony without much danger of British 
reprisal. And probably the only reason Peking has 
not demanded surrender of the enclave, on threat 
of invasion, te that it serves a valuable commercial 
and political purpose for the Communists. 
Nevertheless, the colonial government, no less than 
Whitehall, is careful not to precipitate such a 
crisis. 


Hong Kong was ceded to Britain in 1841 and 
the 99-year lease of the so-called New Territories 
on the mainland, adjacent to Kowloon, was 
authorized in 1898. British sovereignty was 
interrupted briefly with the Japanese invasion and 
surrender of the gallant garrison on Christinas 
Day, 1941. 

Liberated by British forces in 1945, the civil 
authority was re-established the following year, 
without any opposition from the Chinese National¬ 
ist government. But since then, of course, the 
China regime has changed color. And Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung cannot regard the British presence 
as anything but an Intrusion, however useful as a 
trading base and political contact area. 

Long before the expiration of the New 
Territories lease in 1997, therefore, it is to be 
expected that Chairman Mao, or his successors, 
will take steps to recover the whole colonial site. 

In anticipation of such a develpment, con¬ 
sideration might be given to a change in status in 
Hong Kong. Establishment of a republican form of 
government, similar to that in the one-time 
colonial island of Singapore, could preclude a 
confrontation and the costly and painful conse¬ 
quences. Such a change could be accomplished 
without disruption of the commerce by which the 
people live and without damaging the prestige of 
any party involved. It might not be easy, and it 
might be repugnant to some, but It would be 
infinitely more desirable than the probably 
alternate conclusions. 


Possible Easement for Canadians 


T HE NEW IMMIGRATION policy placed in full 
effect last year by the United States undoubt¬ 
edly has tended to reverse the "brain drain” 
between that country and Canada, which before 
the new restrictions were imposed ran strongly 
from north to south. In some ways this should be 
counted a source of gratification for Canada. But 
the altered system has upset business and Industry 
on both sides of the border—so much so that 
conn ideraW* hope will attend the efforts of two 
congressmen who have introduced legislation in 
Washington which would allow more Canadians to 
enter the United States. 

The U.S. policy that has cut the flow of 
Canadians to the south sets a limit of 130,000 on 
the number of immigrants admitted each year 
from Western Hemisphere countries, on a first- 
come, first-served basis. And effect has been to 
reduce immigration from Canada by a half, and to 
cause delays of six months or even a year in 
processing Canadian applications for visas. 

The further result is that Canadian brandies 
of U.S. companies are prevented from sending their 
Canadian executives for promotion or training to 
their head offices, and that Canadian companies 


cannot readily send their executives to U.S. 
brandies to conduct operations nor their tech¬ 
nicians to install or service industrial plants. 

The list of companies which, in addition to the 
Canadian government, has protested against this 
exclusion is impressive. It indudes, according to a 
report last summer, such names as Bell Canada, 
Alcan, Massey Ferguson, CNR, CPR, Bank of 
Montreal, Royal Bank, Canadian Imperial Bank of 
Commerce, Ford, General Motors, Chrysler, Gulf, 
Mobil, Texas Gulf Sulphur, Kraft, Union Carbide, 
Standard Oil, Holiday Inns, and Eastern, Air 
Canada, American, Northeast and Pacific Western 
airlines. 

A lineup such as this should ensure that the 
proposed new legislation, which would permit 
executive, managerial and specialist employees of 
international corporations to enter the United 
States in a non-immigrant category and would give 
Canada a quota of 35,000 immigrants a year, has a 
good chance of success. It should not be 
necessary—and indeed it would not seem desirable 
—for Canada to seek to influence the American 
legislators by considering reciprocal limitation of 
the brain drain to the north.

Any battle to change all this must eventually confront the 
whole Indian social structure. Arthur Koestler tells of 
speaking with an Indian psychiatrist whose father lived in the 
psychiatrist’s house.

Another welcome addition to my 
bookshelves Is Plant Doctoring is Fun 
by Cynthia Weatcott, published by Van 
Nostrand. I own several of Dr. 
Westcott’s textbooks on plant diseases 
and pests, but I don't think I ever 
I hought of her as a person until I read 
this most amusing autobiography. 

It is hard to believe that this woman 
scientist, who discovered the cause and 
cure of the disastrous azalea petal 
blight and devised affective control for 
brand canker in roses, had to take three 
cracks at the oral examination for ber 
PhD. degree from Cornell University 
before sbe passed. Eventually, after 
some years in research for university 
and government experimental stations, 
she set up in private practice as a plant 
doctor, making In ber first year a total 
profit of $34.75. 

Cynthia Westcott has the unique 
ability of making the rattier dull subject 
of plant pathology come alive before 


Once I dipped into it, though, I WAS 
LOST, AND I actually took it to be^ 
with me for three nights running. Mrs. 
Miles really knows her stuff, not only 
about the bulbs themselves and how to 
grow them, but all about their history, 
their varied uses in the garden, and 
what plants make good companions for 
them.> 

Her methods of pest control are 
unconventional, to say tbe least — her 
recommendation for squirrels Is a 
pocketful of rocks and a good throwing 
arm! I find myself turning more and 
more to her book when my mail brings 
knotty bulb problems to my desk.

\North Saanich Condominium

An l*-year-old Victoria 
youth decided last Thursday 
to spend the night in the Port 
Renfrew community hall — 
«nd Uie decision killed him. 

RCMP in Sooke disclosed 
Monday that the body of 
Arnold Louis Thomas, 910 
Fairfield, was found in the 
basement of the hail about 
noon Saturday. The discovery 
was made by a boy playing in 
the area, who saw a broken 
window and then blood. 


Sooke Coroner Eugene 
Murphy said the blood told 
the story of the youth’s last 
hours and police reports filled 
in the time before that. 


He had been staying with a 
friend, but the friend seems to 
have believed Thomas was 
going back to Victoria last 
Thursday, polioe said. 

Police and Mr. Murphy 
believe Thomas found himself 
in Port Renfrew late Thurs-' 
day or early Friday, knew the 1 
community hall and made up 
Iris mind to spend the night 
there. 

The coroner said a trail of 
Mood showed Thomas broke 

one window by putting his fiat 


through It, but couldn’t get in. 
He went around to toe other 
side of the hall and broke 
another window the same 
way. 


looked through the broken 
window into the large storage 
room where Thomas died, the 
coroner said. He saw the 
wood and other items stored 
in the reran and the body and 
called police. 

Coroner Murphy held an 
inquiry and then ruled the 
death accidental due to loss of 
blood from a wrist artery.

Thomas was of Indian 
origin but did not come under 
the federal Indian Act be¬ 
cause he lived in Victoria and 
away from a reserve. He had 
friends in Port Renfrew and 
knew the area and recently 
decided to go there looking for 
work, according to police. 


This time he got inside, 
where the trail of blood 
showed he walked around for 
a while, then lay down and 
died, the ooroner said. 

Whether he died in a coma 
or in natural sleep isn't 
known. 

The boy who saw the blood 


had been recommended by land- 
use experts, and by B.C.

NEW YORK, (CP) — Fads have almost 
overshadowed true fashions In the 1960s. What, 
then, are the prospects in the new decade looming 
ahead? 

One trend reaching its peak at the end of the 
1960s has been the popularity of far-out clothes 
with short lifespans—a product of the increasingly 
affluent society. This is especially true of the teens 
into-20s group. 

Some years ago the advent of Mary Quant in 
London set the stage for the rash of boutiques that 
has spread around the world. These boutiques have 
featured medium-priced, kooky clothes that made 
international and local reputations for a number of 
designer owners. But by now this young buying 
generation has had its own fashion fling and the 
more perceptive are beginning to realize that a fad 
is not fashion. 

However, they have discovered the fun of 
rapidly changing styles. Boutiques and their often 
way-out styling have definitely found a place in the 
fashion structure, and there will continue to be 
sudden fad reversals. 

But during the 1970s, boutiques are more 
likely to consolidate their position than to expand. 
New boutiques aren’t likely to be flinging wide 
their bizarre and colored doors every other week 
as they have in the larger Canadian cities during 
the last few years. 

It fashion never stands still, it does repeat 
moods. The 20th century opened on a wave of 
romantic Edwardiaism. Females were all female, 
with hourglass figures that enhanced bosoms and 
showed real or bustled curved rears. Hobble skirts 
and pinwheel feathered hats made ladies out of 
women regardless of their inclinations. 

Femininity Returns 

Men, too, liked fashion elegance and played up 
top hats, lounge suits and high, stiff collars. 

Now a new 10-year-cyde starts with the same 
fashion viewpoint Femininity for women came 
back in 1969. 

Cover-up rather than, nudity in dress is this 
winter’s theme and, from advance resort and 
spring fashion news, women are due to continue 
feminine. Even in swimwear, the cover-up is 
expected to outsell the bikini. And the now- 
fashionable pastels and subdued colors add to the 
demure look. 

As for the men, they are still in the 
Edwardian mood of fashion elegance although he 
actual Edwardian influence is waning. But having 
tasted the excitement of new styling and color, 
men certainly won’t return to their previous 
drabness. Even cautious businessmen have suc¬ 
cumbed to colored shirts and a slightly waisted 
look. The wedge can lead to a complete 
breakthrough. 

But between the Edwardian and present 
femininity, there were several fashion explosions. 
Two world wars and fabric restrictions brought 
about the first knee-revealing skirts since ancient 
times and then, in 1947, the dropped skirt This 
was the ugly ankle length imposed on willing 
women by the late Christian Dior. 

Women have been through a revival of the 
Empire look, those high-waisted clinging styles 
introduced by Napoleon’s Josephine, and also 
through the chemise look, a throwback to the 
shapeless dresses of the Roaring 20s. Women loved 
the chemise, gained at least three extra Inches 
around the waistline and loudly proclaimed they'd 
never let them go. But of course they did. 

Chemise Comeback 

Two seasons ago waistlines were re-introduced 
and will carry through into the 1970s. But spring 
fashion news does hint at a not-too-distant future 
return of the chemise. 

Most recently women have adopted pants for 
street and evening wear. This is a comparatively 
new fashion concept although Oriental women 
have worn trousers for centuries. There have been 
unconventional trousered women, it’s true, like 
novelist George Sand. But it wasn’t until Marlene 
Dietrich showed how elegant trousers could be that 
women really accepted the idea. Certainly the 
trousered costume will continue to be important 
next spring. 

This fall women went back to the long coats 
again. It’s taken some two years for the length to 
catch on, but there’s been such a demand for the 
maxi-coats this fall that manufacturers are 
confidently carrying them over into a big spring 
promotion. 

With the growing interest in this maxi length, 
the 1970s could well herald a return to longer 
skirts in dresses. A whole generation which has 
never worn anything but short-to-shorter skirts 
will find fun in the longer lengths. 

Women will be glad to cease competing with 
the young, on youth’s fashion level. And everyone 
should heave a sigh of relief that those heavy thick 
thighs of so many mini-mini-dedicated young girls 
will be fashionably covered.

Lawyer Kevin Ryan is 
working for university student 
Siosiua Liavaa free of charge 
to have him reunited with the 
2l-year-old daughter erf Prince 
Tulpelehake, the premier of 
Tonga, a 269-square-mile Brit¬ 
ish protectorate about 1,200 
miles north of here. 

Liavaa secretly married 
Princess Mele Siuilikutapu 
iast Oct. 5. But when toe 
marriage became known five 
weeks later, the king had it 
annulled. 

★ ★ ★ 

Princess Mele was sum¬ 
moned home and Liavaa, a 
football-playing student i n 
Auckland on a government 
scholarship, was expelled 
from the Tongan hostel where 
he was living. 

Ryan said Thursday he 
thought right was on the 
couple's side though they had 
breached a constitutional pro¬ 
vision requiring the king’s 
approval before a member of 
the royal family can marry. 

He said he will approach the 
girl’s father at toe Tongan 
Royal Holiday home here 
within the next few days to 
ask the prince whether there 


is any chance of reuniting the 
two. 

"The whole thing is a 
question of love, and tradition 
should make way for love,” 
Ryan said. 

Liavaa sought an audience 
with the prince of Tonga, also 
known as the Friendly 
Islands. But Tongan com¬ 
moners — there are about 
78,000 of them — cannot 
aoproach the royal household. 
They have to be summoned. 

The prince, who is living 50 
yards from Liavaa’s lodgings, 
has not summoned him.

Ryan said Liavaa may be 
punished as a felon if he goes 
to Tonga. It seemed unlikely 
the princess will be allowed to 
come to New Zealand, he 
said. 

He said he will ask the New 
Zealand government tn extend 
Liavaa’s temporary visa. 

The manager of toe Tongan 
youth hostel, where Liavaa 
stayed, said if he fails to pass 
two units for his bachelor of 
commerce degree this year, 
his Tongan scholarship wHl 
probably be revoked. 

Liavaa said he isn’t sure of 
passing. But Ryan feels all is 
not lost. 

The prince apparently was 
agreeable to the marriage 
before his daughter went to 
Tonga and Ryan said he may 
be convinced to try to change 
the king’s mind on his return 
home.

Cable Men Invited to B.C. Talks 


Educational TV 70 Target

The provincial government 
hopes to launch a modified 
form of educational television 
broadcasting using community 
cable facilities before the end 
of 1870, Education Minister 
Donald Brothers said Monday. 

The minister said he in¬ 
structed deputy education 
minister Dr. Neil Perry Fri¬ 
day to call a meeting of cable 
TV perators from all parts of 
B.C. "as soon as possible." He 
added if possible the meeting 


would be held before the end 
of December. 

Mr. Brothers said In both 
Ontario and Nova Scotia edu¬ 
cational authorities have been 
able to pipe programs right 
into the schools using com¬ 
munity cable facilities. B.C. 
hopes to do the same, he said, 
but must first obtain assur- 
anoes of co-operation from 
cablevlskm operators.

State Secretary Gerard Pel¬ 
letier jias assured the prov¬ 
inces that at least one tele¬ 
vision channel will be set 


aside for educational broad¬ 
casting. 

Mr. Brothers said B.C. has 
been proceeding slowly, pre¬ 
ferring to study how other 
governments handled ETV 
problems, rather than estab¬ 
lishing a system before the 
full cost factor is known, 

"The cost of a full (provin¬ 
cial) ‘network for B.C. would 
be fantastic." the minister 
said. “We are now hopeful 
that the cost factor will be 
within the means we have 
available. But first we must 
-make arrangements for get¬ 


ting the use of community 
cable facilities, and we have 
to work out cost estimates for 
production." 

He added that if the cable 
operators wet% ready to co- 
operate, the government 
hoped to be able to start ETV 
broadcasts on a modified 
scale next year.

Another welcome addition to my 
bookshelves is Plant Doctoring is Fun 
by Cynthia Westcott, published by Van 
Noetrand. I own several of Dr. 
Westcott's textbooks on plant diseases 
and pests, but I don’t think I ever 
thought of her as a person until I read 
this most amusing autobiography. 

It is hard to believe that this woman 
scientist, who discovered the cause and 
cure of the disastrous azalea petal 
blight and devised effective control for 
brand canker in roses, had to take three 
cracks at the oral examination for her 
Ph-D. degree from Cornell University 
before she passed. Eventually, after 
some years in research for university 
and government experimental stations, 
she set up in private practice as a plant 
doctor, making in her first year a total 
profit of *34.75. 

Cynthia Westcott has the unique 
ability of making the rather dull subject 
of plant pathology come alive before 


Once I dipped into It, though, I WAS 
LOST, AND I actually took it to bed 
with me for three nights running. Mrs. 
Miles reslly knows her stuff, not only 
about the bulbe themselves and how to 
grow them, but all about their history, 
their varied uses in the garden, and 
what plants make good companions for 
them. 

Her methods of pest control are 
unconventional, to say toe least — her 
recommendation for squirrels is a 
pocketful of rocks and a good throwing 
arm!

Most of the coast petroglyphs 
on shoreline rocks could only be | 
seen at very low tides. Thati 
would strengthen the theory I 
that they were made centuries 
ago when tides were several I 
feet lower, said Mr. Meade. 

Erosion caused by wind and 
waves and, in latter years, by 
abrasion from drifting logs, was 
causing concern among those 
who wanted to preserve the art 
forms. Mr. Meade said he 
feared that they may not Iasi 
another century under these 
conditions. 

Trustee Albert Wilson of Cape 
Mudge Indian Band has also 
expressed concern about the 
gradual disappearance of the 
carvings on Quadra Island .He 
has suggested that the most 
striking examples should be 
removed to a safer place.

OTTAWA — The premiers 
of Saskatchewan, Alberts and 
Britiah Columbia attacked the 
federal government Monday 
for many of the proposals in 
its recent White Paper on 
taxation.

All hands are safe. 

That was the word from 
rescuers Monday night as 
the latest drama was being 
played out In the Grave¬ 
yard of the Pacific —the 
treacherous waters off the 
west coast of Vancouver 
Island. 

With the 16,000-ton Greek 
freighter Treis Ierarchai appar¬ 
ently doomed, the captain and 
three of his crew — the last 
men aboard —■ were taken off 
safely by a tugboat. 

The ship ran aground off 
Ferrer Point at the north end 
of Nootka Island Sunday night 
and by Monday night it was 
reported breaking up. 

Ferrer Point is about 70 miles 
north of Toflno.
